Lawyers say 
there will be damage suits instituted 
against the state because of the fire 
escape screens. 


A search for the remains is being 


made as rapidly as possible, but it ia 
slow work dicing over the acre of de- 
bris which is still burning. Principal 
Palmer estimates tho loss at $200,000. 


Nothing was saved from the magnifi- 


cent building, not even the personal ef 
feets of th» women in the dormitory or 
the valuable records of the school. 
Griff-stricken parents arc arriving te 
assist in the search for thc*.r dead.

, tion will be In charge of Dr. James 
' Edgar Banks, a graduate of Harvard 
i and until recently United States con- 


sul at Bagdad. Up to a few weeks ago 
It was thought that the plans which 
had been partially made would neces- 
sarily be abandoned, as sufficient mon- 


| ey was not in hand to start the work. 
' The money came in, however, and this 


made spe«dy work necessary. As Dr. 
Banks thought it advisable to be on 
the ground by Jan. 1 or soon after that 
date he has arranged to sail from New 
Tork in a few days and will go to Con- 
stantinople and from there to the scene 
of the rui_s. 


! The expedition has received tho ap- 


proval of the state department in 
Washington, which has even rendered 
eome assistance by requesting tho 


1 Turkish government to permit these 


expeditions to be made. Owing to the 
price at which Arab -workmen can be 
employed, Br. Banks estimates that 
the cost of the work, employing a force 
of 100 natives, will not exceed $12,500. 


From no source has there been so 


much light thrown upon the Bible or 
ancient history as from the excava- 
tions which have taken place in the 
ruins of Babylonia and Assyria, and 
the success of the expedition sent out 
by the University of Pennsylvania un- 
der the direction of Professor Hil- 
precht ^ives some idea of the general 
class of knowledge Which is to be 
gained. In all Professor Hilprecht spent 
11 years in the work at Nippur, but 
Dr. Banks is of the opinion that with- 
in two years he can take from Ur of 
the Cbaldees all of the objects which 
would be of interest, and these are to 
be placed in the Smithsonian institu- 
tion at Washington. 


With the expedition will be at least 


three Americans. Dr. Banks will act 
as the Assyriologisit, another will ba 
employed as a draftsman and photog- 
rapher, and the work ef the third will 
consist In collecting natural history 
specimens of e.11 klarfs in the ri«inity.

$10,000. Miccnse Would Alter -ilic Matter, Increase 


the Taws and Leaie Debt Where It is at Present 


WILL FIGHT THE CASES 


A tax rate of $18.50 on th* thousand. 


$1 less than the tax rat* of this year, 
and a very substantial reduction of 
th« public debt, amounting to more 
thin J19.000, is what Mayor Wilkinson 
knows he can give the city next year 
by way of administration provided he 
Is re-elected. 


"And these figures contemplate per. 


manMit work on about the scale of the 
permanent work of this year," which 
was pprmanent work of about $50,000 
in value. 


Of course If the city should vote "no- 


license" a material change would have 
to be made in these flKures. 


Having in mind the excellent showing 


made by Mayor Wilkinson's adminis. 
tration in the way of permanent im- 
provements, reducing the city debt for 
the first time in years and all without 
Increasing the tax rate, and knowing 
that Mr. Wilkinson is expert in mak. 
Ing estimates the Transcript thoueht 
it wise to ask the mayor if he would 
give to the public a forecast of next 
year with himself at the h«ad of pub- 
lic affairs. It was remembered that 
for this year he estimated the approp. 
nations as they were mad* to a cent. 
His list of estimates -was submitted 
to the board provided by the city char- 
ter and this board passed upon them 
without altering them In any partieu, 
lar whatever sft«r thoughtful dellbera 
tlon. The list went to the founcll and 
was taken up in the o-ler of business 
by the council finance committee. This 
committee discussed the Hems fullv 
and carefully, approved of them, re, 
turned the list to the council and the 
council passed it from top to bottom. 
There was not a change of a sinzle 
penny in the list of appropriations 
made by the council from the list of

"So you se« that the $12 on the $1000 


for current expenses and the $8.50 for 
maturing debt, interest and state and 
county tax would raise our tax rate 
next year to $SO-59 on the $1000, $1 more 
than the rate of this year- 


"Being oblir«d to borrow, we should 


have to curtail in the matter of t>er_ 
rnanent improvement and we could not 
•xT>eet te reduce th* public debt." 


"Could not the ap»r«r«"i»tttiTi for cur- 


rent ei^enseji be reduced," the mayor 
•was asked., "so that in case th» city 
votes 'no.lieense* the tax rate need not 
be incressedT" 


"T«s," he rewlied, that could be done, 


but I oo not think it would b» wise. 
It would not *•» sound economy. Some 
remarks I made a year ago about the 
matter of reducing th« tax rate and 
the cUr debt apply here. It wcxild not 
tee judicious, it scents t» me, to recom- 
mend that the neeessary current «*- 
»~nses be reduced to keep within the 
present tax rate providing the cltv
